Drawing his revolver ho fired several
shots, and then toro down tho avenuo
like tho mad manho was, flourishing
his club and creating general consterna
tion. Ho dashed wildly into the Four-
teenth Ward station hotiso calling for
liel. He excitedly stated to Inspector
McKelvey that ho hud shot n burglar
und wns being pursued by a mob, from
wnoso violence lie wanted protection.
It was so apparent that the man was
insano that ho was quieted, his revolver,
club and pockot-knlf- o taken from him
as a precautionary measure, and ho was
then temporarily put in n roll. It was
then nbout 11 o'clock. Shortly after
midgight n sergeant, on looking in to
discover how Crehan was getting along,
was horrified to find that ho had cut
his throat and was thou weak from tho
loss of blood. A physician stitched up
Crohan's throat. His wounds nro very
serious, although not necessarily fatal.
Tho weapon he used to cut his throat
wns n Binall instrument mado to cut
buttonholes iu heavy cloth, and was
overlooked in tho search.

Alijilyliip; Carbolic Acid to the Flesh
of His Arms.

Upon Beinir Detected Ho Promises
to Play his Gamo at Some

Other Point.

City Marshal Blaukeiiship wears n
smilo as broad and long as the moral
law and the cautso for all this facial ex-

pression of satisfaction nnd content-
ment is tho solf nssuranco that he has
succeeded in exposing tho gilt edged
imposter of tlio nineteenth century, and
broken up a gang of impostors who are
a dangerous element iu u liberal, free
hearted community such as Phoenix is.
Milton Hayney is tlio name tho young
man who leads tho outfit travels by,
and the physcial torture he submits him-

self to-- for the purpose of gulling the
public has Us reward in the two and
four bit pieces that find there way into
his exchequer.

Hayney's mode of operations is to
apply a solution of carbolic, ncid to his
bare arm, nnd wneu tlio blietera nppcar
and burn him ho nlays the pain by an
application of sweet oil. With the
helpof this combination ho is enabled
to exhibit a burned and crippled arm to
tlio gullible, and it is seldom, if ever,
that ho fails to receivo a contribution.
Being glib of tongue, and if tho ex-

posed arm fails to melt the heart of the
selected victim sufficiently, tho raecal
works his vocabulary of eetimcntality.
IIo represents that ho received his in-

juries while working in the capacity of
cook in a Los Angeles restaurant, and
expresses well feigned regret at being
reduced to a common beggar through
his misfortune.

Altogether there nro seven of the Hay-
ney gang and they tako turns nbout in
undergoing the burning process, nnd it
is estimated that they can clean up from
$10 to f 15 a day.

THE VALLEY FOE HI
Mr. Malcom Infatuated With Salt

River Resources.

IT WILL HEAD THE PROCESSION.

Has the Soil for tho Growing of
Oranges and Fruits.

The Advice Given a Friend Hy a
Gentleman Whoso Judgment

Is Safe to Follow.

Mr. G. Malcom, the experienced real
estate dealer and a gentleman of fore-
sight and good judgment, has again
written to his friend, Mr. R. A. Brown,
of this city, rclativo to his observations
among tlio orange and fruit producing
lands of southern California. Compar-
isons between places visited by him and
the Salt River valley aro mado by Mr.
Malcom, nnd his deductions in favor of
tho valley nre of the most compliment-
ary tharacter.

Appended ia the letter in full.
The Letter.

Riverside, Cal. Jan. 27, 1892.
Dear Friend Brown '.Yesterday I

came here. Our, train passed hundreds
of acres set out to young )rees that look
exactly like tho trees about Phoenix
and I don't think that Salt river valley
folks should bo discouraged, at all.
Tho trees, that havo reached 4 or 5
years of age, aro not hurt materially,
and the problem is to get thcmovei that
much of time safely.

Various devices aro used, and among
them is ono that I think, must be a good
one, though possibly, troublesome and
expensive, viz putting a littlo loose
cover up tho stem, laced up on ono sido
and mado loose enough to slip up and
down and fastened, top and bottom to
tho stake, holding the tree. This served
a triple purpose, viz: It keeps off rab-
bits, it protects from cold and above all
it keeps the hot sun from tho bark.
Wholo orchards aro equipped in this
way and tho tops of such trees looks less
injured than other trees.

Land, about here, that I could havo
gotten, when here before, at from $10 to
$50 per acre, is now held at from $300 to
$400 per acre, and, with water rights,
that would make a Phoenix man shrug
his shoulders one-sixt- h of an inch to
the acre, and is considered abundant I

At least, eo tenderfeet,. like myself,
are informed.

I tell you, the Salt river valley peoplo
have the place, and water, and soil, and
the opportunity, and even the Califor-uian- s

see it and admit it, and the
next land boom is to be there, sure.

I only wish I had a big bag full of
money to go back there and put into
land you would seo mc back on the
next train.

Why I even apricots yield $175 per
aero ; raisins over $300 per acre.

'hy should land raising such crops,
sell at $50 per acre when back in tho
states, land yielding wheat at $15 per
aero and corn at $12, will bring from $50
to $150 per aero?

Get all tho land you can, my friend,
and hold nil you get. You will ee no
land in Salt river vallev sell
for less than $150 to $300 per a'cre, in-
side of fivo years.

But one thing the peoplo there ought
to do, surely, is to make two or three
good country roads, say one each way
from Phoenix, by macadamizing them
with broken rock. The most disagree-
able feature of that country, and the ono
that strikes tho stranger most unfavor-
ably, is the horrid dust.

Let strangers bo ablo to tako a
under favorable conditions, and

they will appreciate the country in a
hurry; and it would not cost so very
much, if all would join some furnish-
ing teams, somo days' work, others
money according to their several means.
A little public spirit thus expended
would hold tho crowd that will strike
for tho place when theso things are first
started.

I met tho two gentlemen in San Ber-
nardino whom wo saw at tho Commer-
cial hotel and they nro loud in their
prnisesof the Salt river valley. And
others will heai tho story by and by.
If tho Phoenix peoplo get ready for it
the crowd will be thero to stay.
